1 cannot by this oppor- 
tunity enter into the details, but I have the 
pleasure to assure .you of the good con- 
duct of the officers and soldiers in general. 
The cavalry commanded by Luiz Paulino, 
deserve particular praise, as well as the 
chasseurs of the militia and the battalion 
of infantry, No. 24. Major F. Taxeira 
Lebo, behaved with the same spirit he dis 

layed onthe 4th of August, in Puebla.

SAXONY. 


We, Charles Augustus, by the Grace of 
God, King of Saxony, &c.—Since it has 
leased his Majesty the Emperor of the 
French to communicate to us his wish that 
the new ‘Tarif of Duties upon Colonial pro- 
duce of the 5th August, adopted in his do- 
minions, should be introduced into our royal 
territories ; and since we are convinced of 
the necessity of this measure to liberate the 
Continent fromthe yoke of England, and to 
encourage the consumption of the internal 
products of our kingdom, which shall dis- 
place and render unnecessary all articles 
the produce of the colonies of Great Bri- 
tain; and considering the great advan- 
tages which have already arisen in the 
Confederated States of the Rhine, we have 
been moved to order that the Tarif of 
Trianon be adopted throughout the duchy 
gf Saxony, &c. 





Qenmark. Notice published by order of 
the King, relative to English goods.— 
17th October, 1$10. 


His Majesty, on the 8th September last, 
issued a Royal Notice respecting the sale 
and seizure of colonial produce, and pro- 
hibiting the entrance of ships under Ame- 
rican colours into any of his Islands or the 
Duchy of Holstein, excepting tnder certain 
circumstances therein specified, or on their 
being made prize. by his Majesty’s marine

The Senate has appointed his Excellency 
Count Von Campares, President. of the 
Council at Hamburgh, to execute the De- 
cree of his Majesty the Emperor against 
contraband trade, and the Council has 
issued an order that each inhabitant shall 
produce a declaration of his concerns in 
forbidden goods. The Senate is deter- 
mined to comply with this regulation in 
the strictest manner. By it also a form is 
to be délivered from house to house, to be 
filled up by the inhabitants in the presence 
of persons appointed by the Senate.—lIt 
gives the Senate great pleasure to remark 
that since the publication of the Decrees 
of Berlin and Milan, the public notices it 
has given have not been made in vain. 
They have no doubt that the same atten- 
tion and obedience will be paid to the 
present. 


FRaNCE.——Doecree of the Emperor for burn- 
ing English Merchandize.—Fontainbleau, 
19th October, 1810. 


Having considered the fourth and fifth 
articles of the Berlin Decree, of the 21st 
Nov. 1806, We have decreed, and do de- 
cree as follows:—Art. 1. All merchan- 
dize, of whatever sort, proceeding from 
English manufacture, and which is pro- 
hibited, existing at this moment either in 
the real entrepots, or in the warehouses of 
our customs, of whatever description it 
may be, shall be publicly burnt.——2. In 
future, all prohibited merchandize of 
English manufacture, proceeding either 
from our customs, or from seizures that 
may be made, shall be burnt,—$. All pro- 
hibited merchandize of English manufac- 
ture, which shall be found in Holland, in 
the Grand Dachy of Berg, in the Hap- 
seatic Towns, and, generally from the 
Mein to the sea, shall be seized and burnt. 
—4. All the English merchandize to be 
found in our kingdom of Italy, under 
whatever description it — come, shall 
be seized and burnt.—5. All the English 
merchandize which shall be found in our 
Illyrian provinces, shall be seized and 
burnt.—6. All the lish merchandize 
which shall be found in the kingdom of 
Naples, shali be seized and burnt.—7, All 
the English merchandize which shall be 
found in the provinces of Spain occupied 
by our troops, shall be seized and burnt. 
—8. All the English merchandize which 
shall be found in the towns, and within
